NETTING CODFISH. 


I*'or innny years, in tho early days of tho 


codfighery, the only method of taking tho 
fiah wns hy thn mnnns nf \clmt grn nnw 
termed hand-lines, to distinguish them from 
set-liuci or trawls. At length trawl fishing 
was introduced, to tho intense disgust of 
the 
hnnd-Hners. who declared 
that the 


trawlers would kill oil nil tho fish, or at lenst 
thin them out lo such nil extent HS to de- 
al roy tho fishing business; but the use of 
trawls became more aud more common, 
until now the hand-line fishing douo is but 
trilling. 
Iteuently we were iu formed i'uui 


a new method of capturing codfish had 
been introduced, to wit, tlio employment of 
n gill net, with which tho trawlers wore ns 
much displeased ns the hand-liners were 
with tho trnwls on their first appearance. 
This statement wo wero nt first inclined to 
regard as u "fish story," but v*e-aro assured 
that it is true, aud that cod nets aro in use 
by several vessels, ono of them being tho 
Northern Engle, of Gloucester, Mass.,-with 
Bntitifnctory results to the parties using 
thorn. Tho cod net is described ng by no 
means n costly nfl'nir. The cod keeps near 
the bottom of thosen.jnud iu consequence, 
tho net is only inndo about three fathoms 
wide; tho ordinary seino twino is used, and 
tho meshes.sprop.d ten inches, so that only 
the largo fish nra taken. Ouo edge of the 
net ia weighted, to koop it on the bottom, 
the

by hollow balls of [>l»RS ; the net is set with 
niichor.s nt onch nnd, loft out over night, tho 
anmo OH tho trawl, nnd hauled in nt tho first 
opportunity.
